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A Justification Of 
*U.S. Nuclear Tests 


In discussing proposals to ban the testing of 
nuclear weapons, several weeks ago. President 
Eisenhower announced that methods had been 
found to reduce hydrogen bomb fallout by 90 
per cent as compared with early hydrogen bomb 
explosions. Now it appears that this was an 
understatement. 
Three University of California physicists, all 
of them associated with the California Radiation 
Laboratory and all of them qualified to speak 
with authority on this subject, have now told the 
President that it is possible to reduce radioactive 
fallout in hydrogen bomb explosions by 95 per 
cent 
News acrmtnfs revealed that th* three scien­ 
tists and Chairman Strauss of the Atomic Energy 
Commission were “ all obviously pleased" as they 
made the announcement to the press. They are 
entitled to feel gratified at being in a position to 
report impressive progress. 
What has been 
accomplished goes a long way to justify the 
testing program— if justification was necessary. 
It is no secret that U. S. scientists have been 
working to develop a ‘ clean” bomb— one that 
would produce little or no radioactive fallout. 
Rut as long as hydrogen bomb explosions pro­ 
duce radioactive fallout in substantial quantity — 
and one-twentieth of the fallout produced by the 
Bikini explosion would be substantial-such tests 
will be discussed. They will be discussed because 
there is one certainty in all the uncertainties 
connected with them, and that is that exposure 
to radioactive dust is harmful. Science cannot 
say just how harmful it is. because not enough 
data has been accumulated to provide a sure 
guide. For that reason the argument that there 
should be no needless addition to radioactive 
materials will continue to have validity. 
But as long as tests are necessary—and they 
will continue to be necessary until this weapon is 
outlawed—it is good to know that the danger 
inherent in them has been and is being steadily 
reduced.

On Government Security 


I have before me a fat volume of 840 pages, 
entitled “ Commission on Government Security." The 
question is: to read or not to read it. It is a hot sum­ 
mer and it does not seem the time tor futile reading.

and I see on it mv old friend. James I*. Met.rail­ 
ers who used to he Attorney General of the I mud 
State* and who know* very much about security. 
There is also Representative 4 rands E. Walter who

I n-American 
Activities. 


But what is the use’ The Supreme Court has 
settled most of the questions that this report deals 
with. The Supreme Court has really outlawed security. 
It ha* taken the position that when there is a conflict 
between the freedom of the individual and the security 
of the nation, the conflict shall be resolved in lavor 
of freedom of the individual even if that individual 
believes that the major problems of this nation are 
to be solved by the conspiratorial Communist Party. 
In the Jencks decision the Supreme Court lessened the 
usefulness of the F B I which remains the only effective 
governmental agency to fight this tvpe of conspiracy; 
in the Watkins decision it made it practically impos­ 
sible to establish the conspiracy by evidence. 
So, I look at the Summary of Recommendations in 
this massive volume and ! find that someone wants 
a big and expensive job because what is recommended 
is a Central Security Other. 
But what good is a 
Central Security Office if it is impassible, because of 
Supreme Court decisions, to prove the main conspir­ 
acy’ Look at this sentence: 
“ A man who talks too 
freely when in his cups. or a pervert who is vulner­ 
able to blackmail, may both be security risks although 
both may be loyal Americans ” Is a man loyal to his 
country who permits himself to become a prey of 
spies? 
Here again the resolve is to safeguard the 
individual “ from an unjust stigma of disloyalty.” but 
nothing is said of the very great peril to the nation. 


At any rate, it would seem as though Ihli 
expensive job need not he made just to save p .* 
verts from the unjust charge of disloyalty and 
under the Supreme Court decisions, there is little 
else that the Central Security Office can do. 


As for the recommendations concerning the so­ 
called ‘‘Attorney Generals List,” the Commissions 
recommendations are also futile. It wants the listing 
of wicked organizations to continue but only “ after F B I 
investigation and an opportunity for the organization 
to be heard by examiners of the Central Security 
Office, with the right of appeal to the Central Review 
Roard. 
Decisions of the examiners and the Central 
Review Board would be advisory to the Attorney 
General.” 
Of course, the first part is pure bunk. Naturally, 
no Attorney General has ever issued a list that was 
not a product of the investigations of the F B I. The 
second part of the recommendation is snide: it really 
takes the listing away from the Attorney General and 
reserves it to the Central Security Office. Well, why 
not say so openly and directly and let’s all watch a 
fight because no long-existing part ot the bureaucracy 
w-ant.s to hand over to a new agency any of its func­ 
tions? Herbert Hoover could have told this Commis­ 
sion all about that had they asked him. At any rate. 
I note at the end of the book, a dissent by .fudge 
James P. McGranery who in it says: 


“ There is no substitute for sound administra- 
I 
five procedures and the exercise of commonsense. 
The time has come for emphasis to he placed on 
the spirit of the law.” 


He also seems to dislike the Central Security 
Office and lays down this principle: 
“ . . . It is essential to recognize that no in­ 
dividual has an absolute right to be employed by the 
Government and it is equally essential to recognize 
that the people of these United States have an absolute 
right to a constitutional government secure from infil­ 
tration by even one disloyal employee. 
Any reason­ 
able doubt as to the loyalty of an individual employee 
must be resolved in favor of the Government . . .” 
McGranery makes it clear that the Central Security 
Office is not needed. 
Perhaps it would be best to 
forget this report altogether as an unnecessary ex­ 
pense of time and money.
